Mr. Chapdelaine reported under the "Winter Rapid Recovery" a $30 million supplemental program, the Town is 
receiving $118,000.00. Road maintenance and a complete thermoplastic re-striping of all Mass. Ave. lines will be 
done. 

Mr. Chapdelaine is working with Police Chief Ryan for spot traffic enforcement in the Lake Street neighborhood. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that Rep. Garballey called reporting that the Transportation Bond Bill passed for the Mass. 
Ave. Corridor Project. The next steps include the House and Senate approval then the Governor's signature. 
Communication process is being worked upon with the Capital Square Businesses to navigate the project. 

Mr. Chapdelaine announced that the Minuteman Regional Agreement will need to be a future agenda discussion 
concerning a resolution. Mr. Dunn and Mr. Curro explained that a resolution is necessary to get smaller towns to vote 
approval of the agreement (even if they choose to pull out within the first year of the agreement) so that the 
renovations can move forward. 

Mr. Greeley announced the Japanese Sister Cities celebration is Saturday, April 27th: 

-5:00 p.m. bench dedication in memory of Dick Smith at the Town Hall, and 
-6:00 p.m. dinner followed with entertainment at the Town Hall ($50.00 ticket cost). 

Mrs. Mahon announced the Warrant Article Review meeting for precincts 8, 10, 12 and 14 on April 27th at the Senior 
Center. Mr. Chapdelaine reported he emailed for precinct warrant meetings to post on the website and send out as an 
alert. 

Mr. Curro reported that the Senior's Volunteer Luncheon was a wonderful time and a great honor to the volunteers for 
over 10,000 volunteer hours over the year. 

Mr. Curro reported that he attended a MAPC conference on parking issues along with several town employees. It 
was a fascinating all day presentation and he looks forward to the Parking Center Study. 

Mr. Byrne stated that there is a wonderful article. Wicked Sober, in Boston Magazine authored by a local resident. It's 
a great local connection and a great read.
